A VALE woman, 
Sylvia Woosnam, 
who has been a wel¬ 
coming and reassur¬ 
ing presence at 
Cowbridge Police 
Station for 20 years, 
has retired. 

On her last day at 
work on Thursday, 
March 31, she received a 
stream of well-wishers 
and telephone calls - all 
thanking her for her 
cheerful, dedicated serv¬ 
ice over the last two 
decades. 

Sylvia, a member of 
the police support staff, 
told The GEM: “It has 
been a privilege to have 
worked in such a lovely 
town. 

“I have met people

from all walks of life and 
forged lasting friendships 
with officers, support 
staff and the public.” 

Sylvia said that one of 
the pleasures in her role 
were that no two days 
had ever been the same - 
and sometimes involved 
rather eccentric lost 
items! 

“I have been responsi¬ 
ble for providing admin¬ 
istrative support for offi¬ 
cers, dealing with 
enquiries from the public 
- both at the front desk 
and by telephone - tak¬ 
ing details of missing 
people and crimes, and 
dealing with lost items 
such as cherished 
engagement rings and 
false teeth - and in most 
cases were able to reunite 
them with their owners!” 

Sylvia has seen huge 
changes in the way the 
station operates since 
she arrived in 1991. 

“When I first started in 
the town there was only 
one telephone line into 
the station. 

“No one had the luxu¬ 
ry of mobile phones and 
police radios rarely 
picked up a signal there. 

“All incidents had to 
be reported to Barry or 
the central control room 
by means of our one tele¬ 
phone line. 

“All correspondence 
and reports were typed 
on a manual Olympus 
typewriter. Our telephone 
system was eventually 
updated and computer 
lines installed, linking 
me with the rest of the 
force.” 

Sylvia is a Vale 
woman through and 
through, having lived 
most of her life in 
Llantwit and being edu¬ 


cated at Cowbridge High 
School for girls. 

Although a youthful 
55, she decided the time 
was right to turn over the 
page and begin a new 
chapter in her life. 

“I have decided to take 
voluntary retirement 
which has been a huge 
decision for me, but I felt 
it was the right time to 

go- 

“With cutbacks within 
the police, I hope that my 
going might allow some¬ 
one else to stay. 

“South Wales Police 
has been a wonderful 
organisation to work for 
and I will miss the cama¬ 
raderie. 

“But I have elderly 
parents and it will give 
me the opportunity to 
spend more time with 
them. 

“I’m also looking for¬ 
ward to having the sum¬ 
mer off.” 

Prior to arriving in 
Cowbridge, Sylvia 
served in the control 
room in Bridgend and on 
the front desk in Barry. 

Superintendent Paul 
James made a special trip 
to Cowbridge to pay trib¬ 
ute to her. 

He said: “We are 
pleased that Sylvia has 
enjoyed her service in 
Cowbridge for South 
Wales Police. 

“She will be missed so 
much. On her last day 
she sent a beautiful mes¬ 
sage to her colleagues 
expressing her gratitude 
to them and thanking 
them for their cama¬ 
raderie. 

“Sylvia is a selfless 
person - that’s why her 
colleagues will miss her 
and want to wish her all 
the best for the future.”

I N his letter to 
The GEM 
(March 31) Alun 
Cairns MP 
advances the crass 
idea of closing the 
small Caerphilly 
Magistrates Court 
(which is none of 
his business) as a 
means of reducing 
the nation’s debt. 


O VER the recent 
weeks, there have 
been many letters 
quite rightly complaining 
about the state of the road 
surfacing in the Vale, but I 
hope that people are now 
seeing a repair programme 
in place. 

At a scrutiny meeting, I sug¬ 
gested that any under-spend in the 
council budget of £900k for this 
financial year, should be redirect¬ 
ed to road repairs. 

This was agreed by the com¬ 
mittee and surprisingly, the 
Conservative-controlled council 
and cabinet agreed to this propos¬ 


al, despite it coming from me. 

It was also suggested at the 
same meeting that the 2011/12 
budget should include an extra 
one-off fund for road repairs and 
this has been agreed too. 

On top of that, the Labour-led 
Welsh Assembly Government has 
also provided extra money to the 
Vale to deal with the severity of 
the pot holes so we should all see 
a difference in the road repairs. 

I am also pleased to confirm 
that my other suggestion to rein¬ 
troduce a scheme where an 
amount of money is set aside as a 
special ‘Severe Weather Reserve’ 
was also agreed by council. 

This will be used when there 
are extreme weather conditions, 


such as the heavy snow and freez¬ 
ing conditions we experienced in 
the early winter, or any flooding 
issues that could arise during the 
year. 

This reserve will prevent the 
highways maintenance budgets 
from being exhausted by these 
freak conditions, which could not 
have been initially budgeted for. 

It only goes to show that when 
scrutiny is allowed to work, those 
of us in opposition in the council 
can make positive and worthwhile 
proposals, and for once we were 
heard and listened to.

PICK UP DOG POO 
OR FACE A FINE! 


I T would seem 
that Coun 
Bertin (in a 
recent letter to The 
GEM) does not 
appreciate the seri¬ 
ousness of the UK’s 
economic situation. 

While it is true that 
much of the blame lies 
with bankers, these are 
not just our bankers, but 
bankers world-wide, and 
over whom we have 
hardly a jot of influence. 

What is more, even 
Brendan Barber, the 
General Secretary of the 
Trades Union Congress, 
when interviewed a few 
days ago, laid as much 
of the blame for the situ¬ 
ation on politicians. 

I would go one step 
further. We, the general 
public, are also to blame 
for taking on loans for 
goods, services and 
property quite beyond 
our ability to pay the 
money back. 

We also allowed lev¬ 
els of social services 
expectations to rise 
unchecked without 
insisting that high levels 
of personal responsibili¬ 
ty were demanded in 


return for support. 

As a result, since 
1997 the National Debt 
has grown progressively 
until it reached a stag¬ 
gering level of nearly 
£1,000 billion by 2010, 
and even with the cuts, 
will rise further to more 
than £1,323 billion in 
2015/16 because of 
interest. 

The fact of the matter 
is that for the next four 
years at least, our posi¬ 
tion will worsen, not 
because the cuts, are too 
fast and too deep, but 
because as a nation we 
are spending £7 for 
every £6 of income and 
which, in reality, needs 
to be reduced to £5. 

We must, however, 
stop kidding ourselves 
that there is a soft option 
and demanding treats 
such as a bank holiday, 
which we cannot afford, 
for the Royal Wedding. 

It is just a pity that the 
Coalition missed this 
heaven sent opportunity 
to spell out the realities 
of our parlous financial 
position and refused to 
indulge us in this way.

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No ‘call in’ for 
drilling proposal 
in Llandow area

Vale MP Alun Cairns 


THERE has been 
disappointment in 
the western Vale 
that an application 
to drill for gas at 
Llandow has not 
been ‘called in’ by 
the Welsh 

Assembly. 

Last week more than 
80 villagers gathered at 
Llandow village hall to 
air their objections to an 
exploratory bore hole 
being constructed by 
Coastal Oil and Gas Ltd. 

Last week in The 
GEM local people 
explained their fears of 
the so-called drilling 
process, dubbed ‘frack¬ 
ing’ which involves the 
use of chemicals, and 
which people claimed 
could lead to contamina¬ 
tion of underground 
water. 

Despite appeals from 
politicians and the pub¬ 
lic for the issue to be 
‘called in’ for considera¬ 
tion by the Assembly, 
the Environment 

Minister, Jane Davidson, 
has decided not to do so. 

Mr Tony John, the 
owner of Elizabeth- 
Anne Childrenswear 
Ltd, whose unit is next 
door to the proposed site 


of drilling and has put in 
an objection to the Vale 
Council, said it was a 
blow that the Assembly 
would not be scrutinis¬ 
ing the matter. 

“I am not being a 
NIMBY, I wouldn’t 
want this anywhere in 
the country. 

“There are alternative 
sources of power that we 
should be looking at 
using such as wind and 
sea power. 

“We have the second 
highest tide in the world 
in the Severn Estuary - 
why aren’t we looking at 
using water turbines? 
They are in Scotland and 
Northern Ireland.” 

South Wales Central 
AM, Andrew RT Davies, 
who lives in the Vale, 
said residents would 
now hope their fears 
were addressed by the 
normal planning 

process. 

“I am deeply disap¬ 
pointed that the Minister 
has decided not to call 
this application in. 

“It is my personal 
view that this is very 
much of national signifi¬ 
cance, as any similar 
energy extraction 


process would be. 

“While I respect the 
Minister’s views, and it 
is her right to make this 
decision, I now hope 
that local residents’ con¬ 
cerns are addressed via 
the normal planning 
process of the local 
authority, with whom 
the final decision will 
now reside. 

“Early last week I 
wrote to the Minister to 
make the request to call 
in the application and 
while we are disappoint¬ 
ed with the Minister’s 
decision we are grateful 
for the speedy turn¬ 
around by the Minister’s 
department.” 

As The GEM went to 
press last week 
Environment Agency 
Wales confirmed it had 
no objection to the initial 
bore hole. 

A spokesman 

explained: “The agency 
does not have any objec¬ 
tions to the proposed test 
bore hole for shale gas at 
the Llandow Industrial 
Estate. 

“The test bore hole 
will be cased throughout 
its length, meaning that 
no aquifers or other 
water sources will be 
able to enter the bore 
hole.” 

However, the 

Environment Agency 
spokesman added: “Any 
future applications to 
drill at the site will be 
subject to a number of 
planning conditions to 
make sure the local envi¬ 
ronment is protected.” 

The deadline for peo¬ 
ple to submit objections 
to the Vale Council’s 
planning committee was 
last Thursday, March 31. 

At that meeting the 
committee deferred a 
decision, agreeing to 
carry out a site visit on 
April 14 prior to its 
evening meeting. 


commented: “I will be 
calling on the Minister 
of State for Energy and 
Climate Change, 

Charles Hendry, for a 
moratorium on all shale 
gas exploration and min¬ 
ing in the UK given the 
concerns and uncertain¬ 
ties surrounding the 
extraction of this alter¬ 
native energy resource. 

“In the meantime, I’d 
urge concerned residents

Coastal Oil and Gas 
Limited has emphasised 
that it is applying for 
planning permission to 
drill a cored bore hole to 
carry out “laboratory 
tests on shales that may 
be present in that area”. 

A spokesman also 
pointed out: “The bore 
hole may also contact 
the Devonian measures 
where conventional gas 
may be present; conven¬ 
tional gas requires no 
fracing, it produces 
under natural pressure. 

“There is no fracing 
required and no interac¬ 
tion with ground water 
with the current propos¬ 
al, in terms of shales this 
proposal is the same as 
any other mineral explo¬ 
ration hole.”

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Autistic teenager’s mother 
drives 90 miles day to take 
him to his college in Sully

THE mother of an 
autistic teenager is 
having to travel 90 
miles a day to take 
him to college - 
because she claims 
she is unable to get 
help from Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
special needs trans¬ 
port department. 

Mrs Ann Telling, who 
lives in Acland Road, 
Bridgend, drives her son 
David all the way to 
Beechwood College in 
Sully three times a 
week. 

The trip is 45 miles 
there and back, and with 
a pick-up required six 
hours later, it means she 
clocks up 90 miles in a 
single day. 

Six years ago, when 
the family first lived in 
Bridgend, David attend¬ 
ed Heronsbridge School, 
but Mrs Telling said that 
it did not provide the 
sort of help that David 
needed, so when the 
family returned to 
Bridgend after a spell in 
Lancashire, she applied 
for a place at 
Beechwood. 

“Careers Wales 
helped with the applica¬ 
tion although I don’t 


think they were happy 
we were applying. They 
initially didn’t apply for 
transport help -1 believe 
because the man thought 
we wouldn’t be success¬ 
ful in getting in. 

“They only applied 
last July when they 
knew David had got a 
place and was starting in 
September.” 

Mr Telling was made 
redundant in February 
2009, and the family are 
reliant on benefits. 

Now, they have spent 
the last of their savings 
on a car to take David to 
Beechwood. 

“We take him three 
days a week, but after 
Easter that goes up. 

“With the cost of fuel 
going up, we need trans¬ 
port help more than ever. 
David cannot access 
public transport because 
he has sensory process¬ 
ing disorder. 

“The Assembly 
Member Peter Black was 
helpful and wrote to 
BCBC and the 
Assembly. 

“However, we have 
been told David doesn’t 
qualify for help from 
social services because 
he is 18 and his IQ is 
over 70.” 

Mrs Telling believes 
special needs transport 
should provide transport 


until David is 19. 

Despite suffering 
from Asperger’s syn¬ 
drome, David enjoys 
playing computer games, 
watching You Tube, 
cooking, and rock- 
climbing - the latter an 
activity inspired at 
Beechwood. 

Mrs Telling says the 
college helped to build 
up David’s confidence 
and she feels it is likely 
to be able to take him 
onto a new level of 
development. 

SUPPORTED 
A spokesman for 
Careers Wales said the 
organisation understood 
that transport to college 
was a concern for par¬ 


ents because of the 
impact on access to edu¬ 
cation. 

“Careers Wales has 
responsibility for prepar¬ 
ing and submitting appli¬ 
cations for funding for 
specialist college place¬ 
ments to the Welsh 
Assembly and we deal 
with a number of these 
each year. 

“We were surprised 
and disappointed to read 
that Mrs Telling felt that 
we were not happy that 
her son was applying for 
a specialist college 
placement. 

“The advisers who 
supported David and his 
family through the 
process were in regular 


contact with them and 
worked diligently to 
gather supporting infor¬ 
mation and present a 
strong case that secured 
the funding for David to 
attend Beechwood 
College in Sully.” 

The spokesman con¬ 
tinued: “We wrote to 
BCBC on behalf of the 
family to request a taxi 
to transport David to 
college promptly after 
receiving verbal notifica¬ 
tion that the funding for 
Beechwood had been 
approved. 

“It would not have 
been possible for us to 
support David in apply¬ 
ing for assistance with 
transport at an earlier 
point, as funding for a 
college place must be 
secured before an appli¬ 
cation is made. 

“In the two months 
following the initial 
application for transport 
funding, we contacted 
the local authority and 
the Assembly’s 
Department for 
Children, Education, 
Lifelong Learning and 
Skills on numerous 
occasions to press home 
the importance of David 
getting a taxi for his 
journey from Bridgend 
to Sully.” 

The spokesman said 
advisers were in touch 
with Mrs Telling on a 
weekly basis to keep her 
up to date with the situa¬ 
tion. 

He added: “Providing 
transport funding for stu¬ 
dents in education over 
the age of 16 is at the 
discretion of the local 
authority. 

“When BCBC made 
the decision to refuse the 
request for a taxi, we 
understood that the 
authority offered finan¬ 
cial assistance for the 
family to transport 
David to college them¬ 
selves.” 

A BCBC spokesper¬ 
son said: “David was a 
pupil at Heronsbridge 
School, but left in 
February 2008 when his 
family moved from the 
area. 

“On their return to the 
area the family chose to 
secure a further educa¬ 
tion place in Beechwood 
College, Sully with the 
support of Careers Wales 
and did not approach the 
LEA regarding his place¬ 
ment or statement of 
‘special educational 
needs’. 

“The move into fur¬ 
ther education caused an 
automatic lapse in his 
statement and means the 
authority is no longer 
responsible for David as 
a student or for his trans¬ 
port.” 

The spokesperson 
added: “The family may 
wish to contact the col¬ 
lege itself, who may be 
able to provide some 
financial assistance for 
David’s transport. We 
wish David well in his 
further education.”

message from all 
the speakers at the 
Federation of 
Master Builders 
Reception in the 
Senedd last week. 

We gathered to hear 
their message about the 
need to improve access 
to procurement in pub¬ 
lic sector contracts in 
Wales for schools, hos¬ 
pitals, housing, trans¬ 
port and maintenance. 

As Finance Minister, 
I was able to report on 
the action we had taken 
as a Government in 
Wales to maintain the 
capital programme 
throughout 2010-11 
despite the capital fund¬ 
ing cuts imposed by the 
UK Government last 
June. 

Instead of making 
those cuts, we used our 
‘end of year flexibility’ 
funds to meet the capi¬ 
tal reduction of £49m, 
enabling us to go ahead 
with the contracts for 
our public sector capital 
programme. 

During the second 
half of the year, we 
managed our finances 
so tightly, with close 
monitoring of pro¬ 
gramme spend, and we 
were able to lever 
another £47m into capi¬ 
tal spending for diag¬ 


nostic equipment like 
scanners and disabled 
facilities grants, as well 
as school and hospital 
refurbishment and pot¬ 
hole road maintenance. 

That careful financial 
management enabled us 
to make further provi¬ 
sion for next year’s 
capital programme with 
a statement in the mid¬ 
dle of March by myself, 
the First Minister and 
Deputy First Minister, 
that we were going to 
be able to bolster our 
capital programme by 8 
per cent next year, with 
a further £105m of 
spending announce¬ 
ments. 

This was widely wel¬ 
comed as we face a 25 
per cent cut in our capi¬ 
tal programme by the 
UK Government next 
year. 

This vital additional 
investment represents a 
major boost to infra¬ 
structure investment 
and the construction 
industry in Wales. 

We have always said 
that our priorities in this 
budget round would be 
to protect the vulnera¬

VALE AM Jane 
Hutt has welcomed 
the new Sunbeds 
Act 2010, which 
was one of the last 
pieces of legislation 
to be passed before 
the end of the 
Assembly term last 
week. 

The Act came into 
force on April 8, intro¬ 
ducing a ban on sunbed 
businesses offering or 
allowing under-18s to 
use sunbeds on their 
premises. 

The Act gives 
Ministers the powers to 
introduce regulations on 
the control on sunbed 
use following the shock¬ 
ing incident in a Barry 
sunbed business, caus¬ 
ing burns to an under- 
18-year-old. 

Julie Morgan took 
this up when she was an 


MP and steered the leg¬ 
islation through 
Parliament, to be imple¬ 
mented by the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 
A six-month period has 
to be provided to allow 
businesses and local 
authorities to prepare for 
this ban so the new law 
will be enforced on 
October 31, 2011. 

Jane Hutt said: “This 
started in Barry and I 
praise the family who 
took this up, resulting in 
a ban on sunbed use for 
the under-18s.” 


VALE GRAZIERS IN 
LINE FOR GRANTS 


GRAZIERS in the Vale are 
being warned they risk losing 
a lot of money if they don’t 
stake a claim for a new grant 
in time - and it could mean 
thousands of pounds each. 

According to the people adminis¬ 
tering the £5 million Glastir project, 
time is rapidly running out for gra¬ 
ziers to put their name down. 

The scheme has been set up to 
fund a new system to support the 
management and grazing of common 
land. Missing the April 28 deadline 
could mean an expensive double 
whammy for the graziers. 

But for those who meet the dead¬ 
line there are ‘double benefits’ on 
offer in 2012 when the new payments 
scheme will operate alongside the Tir 
Mynydd scheme it replaces. 

The project is being run by a net¬ 
work of rural regeneration agencies, 
Cadwyn Clwyd, PLANED and 
Menter Mon. They have 18 commons 
development officers (CDOs) on 
hand across Wales - all from farming 
or land management backgrounds. 

It is their job to advise and guide 
those with eligible grazing rights on 
common land to tap into the scheme. 

A CDO supervisor, Dan Delaney, 
said: “The Commons Land Element 
is a stand-alone scheme and if you 
are a commons grazier and you want 
to be in the scheme, April 28 is a 


very important deadline. 

“If you want access to more grants 
for the higher levels of the scheme 
for specific projects then you have to 
be within the CLE scheme - if you 
do not register an expression of inter¬ 
est by April 28 you will not proceed 
this year.” 

The key is to set up or re-consti- 
tute existing grazier associations who 
will administer the new Glastir com¬ 
mon land scheme in contract with 
Welsh Assembly Government. 

In return for the money graziers 
have to abide by a Commons Code 
and choose one of two options - 
withdraw stock from commons graz¬ 
ing for 90 days in the winter 
(November to March) or agree a 
minimum and maximum grazing 
density. 

Associations will be responsible 
for maintaining and administering 
grazing on the common, for which 
they receive payment of £33.60 per 
hectare for eligible common land 
within ‘less favoured areas’ (LFAs) 
with £5.60 for admin and legal costs, 
and £28 per hectare outside LFAs.

Cardiff Magistrates 
Court heard the employ¬ 
ees were working 
between eight and 10 
metres above the ground. 
A visiting HSE inspector 
issued the notice, order¬ 
ing work to stop immedi¬ 
ately until safety barriers 
were put in place on the 
roof. 

HSE told the court that 
CFR Flat Roofing had 
previously received a 
prohibition notice for 
breaching the Work at 
Height regulations in 
January 2010, and had 
been made aware of their 
duties under regulations. 

However, on the 
return visit, HSE found 
the firm had again failed 
to ensure work at height 
was carried out safely 
with suitable equipment, 
and no precautions were 
in place to prevent any of 
their three employees 
from falling off the roof. 

Martin Nealon, trad¬ 
ing as CFR Flat Roofing, 
of Vale Business Park, 
Flandow, in the Vale, 
pleaded guilty to breach¬ 


ing Regulation 6(3) of 
the Work at Height 
Regulations 2005, and 
was fined £5,985 and 
ordered to pay costs of 
£1,800. 

HSE inspector, Simon 
Breen commented: 
“Falls from height are the 
single biggest cause of 
fatalities in the construc¬ 
tion industry. CFR Flat 
Roofing had no excuse in 
this instance - they knew 
how to ensure the safety 
of their workers but 
decided to not to. 

“If work is carried out 
at height then all appro¬ 
priate measures should 
be put in place to reduce 
the risk of falling. 
Common sense and prac¬ 
tical solutions exist to 
prevent fatalities. 

“All employers have a 
duty to assess risks in the 
workplace and put in 
place sensible health and 
safety measures to man¬ 
age them. More informa¬ 
tion on practical solu¬ 
tions to ensure the health 
and safety of workers in 
the construction industry 
can be found on the 
HSE’s website.

tional programme 
about the the 
Holocaust - including 
a one-day trip to 
Auschwitz on 

February 15. 

This opportunity is 
offered to two sixth form 
students from schools 
and colleges across 
Wales by the Holocaust 
Educational Trust. 
he town of 
Oswiecim once 
included a thriv¬ 
ing Jewish community, 
which made up more 
than half of its popula¬ 
tion. 

People would come 
from far and wide to 
visit the town’s famed 
‘Great Synagogue’. This 
was where we started 
our journey, at the site 
on which the synagogue 
once stood. 

The Fessons from 
Auschwitz (FFA) project 
led us to appreciate that 
the Holocaust destroyed 
not only lives but the 
cultures for which they 
stood, a key lesson of 
the project which we 
focused on in the orien¬ 
tation seminar preceding 
the day in Poland. 

This seminar also 
included a moving recol¬ 
lection by a Holocaust 
survivor of her experi¬ 
ences as an Auschwitz 
prisoner. 

It helped us to visu¬ 
alise the individuality of 
the victims of the 
Holocaust, rather than 
think of the atrocity in 
terms of statistics. 

Second, we visited a 
Jewish museum, in 
which we were taught a 
valuable lesson in 
Jewish culture. This 
included a talk led by 
Rabbi Marcus from the 
Central Synagogue 
which allowed us to 
appreciate the beauty of 
the culture that Nazism 
attempted to destroy. 

In this talk, we were 
told the inspiring story 
of Szymon Kluger, the

last Jew of Oswiecim, 
who would open the 
doors of the synagogue 
each morning and close 
them each night in order 
to show that the Nazis 
had failed in their 
attempt to murder the 
Jewish population. 

From the relative 
comfort of the indoor 
museum, we took a 
coach journey to 
Auschwitz I. 

The first thing we 
noticed was the infa¬ 
mous sign which says 
“ARBEIT MACHT 
FREI,” meaning, “Work 
will set you free” - a 
symbol of the magnitude 
of the Nazis’ deceit 
when trying to keep the 
prisoners orderly. 

This well-preserved 
camp, originally built as 
barracks for the Polish 
Army, became the set¬ 
ting for unimaginable 
torture and suffering. It 
was here that we learnt 
about how the gas cham¬ 
bers operated, as well as 
the cruel punishments 
imposed on prisoners 
who showed any small 
sign of defiance against 
their Nazi captors. 

Arguably the most 
harrowing aspect of the 
trip was witnessing with 
our own eyes the masses 
of possessions, looted 
and hoarded by the 
Nazis: hair, artificial 
limbs, shoes, suitcases, 
glasses, children’s cloth¬ 
ing. 

We were also remind¬ 
ed of the fact that all 
people involved in the 
Holocaust - be they vic¬ 
tims or perpetrators - 
were human beings, one 
of the key lessons from 
the project. 

After visiting 
Auschwitz I, we were 
taken to Auschwitz 
Birkenau, a huge, open 
camp in which the pris¬ 
oners’ hovels were con¬ 
verted from horse sta¬ 
bles. 

The size of the camp 
shocked us, with its 
great expanses of land 
that offered no shelter 
from the bitter Polish 
winter winds. 

We were taken into 


the ‘shelter’ and the 
latrines in which we 
learnt about the harsh 
living conditions of 
Auschwitz, as well as 
the work forced upon the 
prisoners. 

At the end of the trip, 
a memorial service led 
by Rabbi Marcus was 
held at the site of 
Krematorium II, 
destroyed by the Nazis 
in an attempt to conceal 
the horrific war crimes 
they had committed. 

In the service, a 
minute of silence was 
held for the victims of 
the Holocaust - only one 
minute, as we were told 
that if one minute of 
silence were given for 
each person murdered at 
Auschwitz, we would 
have had to have been 
silent for three years. 

This poignant fact is 
one of many which we 
were taught by the FFA 
staff and which will 
remain with us forever. 

During the visit, we,

dents, found that we felt 
numb, unable to take in 
that which lay before us. 

It was only afterwards 
that we were able to 
properly process that 
which we had seen and 
experience the emotional 
effects of visiting a 
death camp. 

We reflected on our 
own personal experi¬ 
ences of the trip in the 
follow-up seminar, dur¬ 
ing which we were also 
given examples as to 
how we can apply the 
numerous lessons we 
have learnt from the 
project to today’s socie¬ 
ty, in which, as we can 
see from current geno¬ 
cides such as Darfur, 
atrocities in the vein of 
the Holocaust are still 
occurring. 

Several cultural sites 
such as the Great 
Synagogue are long for¬ 
gotten today, but it is 
thanks to the FFA proj¬ 
ect that we can be sure 
that the atrocities that 
led to their destruction 
will never be forgotten. 


“I would like to see 
both a cinema and an 
extra-care facility for 
older people. 

“However, with the 
Conservative govern¬ 
ment closing the Vale 
Magistrates Court on 
Thompson Street, we 
have an opportunity to 
revive the cinema in a 
town-centre siting. 

“It should be possible 
to refurbish the courts to 
create two cinema 
screens and would be an 
effective and good use of 
a building which will 
soon fall out of use.

YOUTH SERVICE CUTS AIM 
TO SAVE £125,000 PER YEAR 


THE cabinet of the 
Vale Council has 
decided on a range 
of economies that 
will take more than 
£125,000 from the 
youth service budg¬ 
et - including the 
removal of a post 
paying £43,000 a 
year. 

The decision was 
taken at a meeting of 
council cabinet, and it 
involves making cuts in 
a range of areas. 

The cuts equate to the 
equivalent of six full¬ 
time posts. Although the 
proposals will save 
£125,000, there will be a 
cost of £11,248 to 
implement them, leav¬ 
ing a saving of 
£113,764. 

The biggest cut is the 
removal of the post of 
Senior Youth Officer - 
which is currently 
vacant. 
“Disestablishing” this 
role, as the report refers 
to it, will create a saving 
of £43,616. 

The report considered 
by the cabinet said that 
the duties of this post 
could be shared within a 
reorganisation of the 
roles and responsibili¬ 
ties within a restructured 
service. 


Another post to go, 
giving a saving of 
£7,071, is the Duke of 
Edinburgh’s administra¬ 
tor position. 

The report says that 
now the Duke of 
Edinburgh’s team has 
been relocated to West 
House in Penarth, they 
will be supported by a 
30-hour administrative 
post, and will not need a 
stand-alone post. 

The council also 
intends to cease funding 
the post of Out of 
School Activities 
Officer, producing a sav¬ 
ing of £14,055. 

The report says that 
this officer provides a 
line management and 
supervision function to 
an assistant Duke of 
Edinburgh Award offi¬ 
cer, spending 11 hours a 
week on the task. 

It says that these 
hours could be “sub¬ 
sumed into the roles of 
other officers in the 
Youth Service as this 
level of support is not 
cost effective”, 

The report notes that 
the post is 73 per cent 
supported by the School 
Improvement Service. 

A further cut is to be 
made by looking at 
trainee positions. The 
report says that two 
positions should be “dis¬ 


established” - and this 
could save £21, 484. 

A further “disestab¬ 
lishment” will be the 
Community Project 
Worker position in 
Penarth, saving £20,351. 

The report says that, 
due to cuts in grant aid 
and reductions in service 
spending, the role is 
becoming surplus to 
service needs and could 
be taken on by a part 
time leader. 

ST ATHAN CUTS 
Two St Athan servic¬ 
es facing economies are 
the Rookies Youth Club 
and the St Athan Brass 
Band. 

The report says that 
the youth service cur¬ 
rently supports these 
voluntary organisations 
by funding salaries 
which are used to 
employ support staff to 
help. 

The report goes on: 
“These organisations 
would continue without 
this level of funding and 
the effect on them will 
be minimal. Reducing 
this support would 
develop a saving of 
£2,225.”

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Vale Council tenants stay 
with ‘the devil they know’ 


V 


COUNCIL house tenants 
in the Vale have voted to 
reject the chance to 
change landlords and are 
staying with the Vale 
Council. 

In a secret ballot of tenants in 
which 68.4 per cent voted 
(3,245), 49.2 per cent supported 
the transfer and 50.8 per cent 
were opposed. 

A Vale Council spokes¬ 
woman said: “Tenants in the 
Vale have put their confidence 
in the council and rejected a 
proposal that would have seen 
their homes transferred to a new 
local housing organisation, 
Heritage Coast Homes.” 

The council had argued dur¬ 
ing the consultation period that 
the proposals would secure the 
investment needed to bring 
homes up to the full Welsh 
Housing Quality Standard 
(WHQS) - as required by the 
Welsh Assembly Government. 

Coun Gordon Kemp, the 
Leader of the Council, said: 


“We always wanted tenants to 
have the final say on the future 
ownership and management of 
their homes. 

“We explained to tenants 
that, without transfer, we would 
not be able to reach the full 
Welsh Housing Quality 
Standard or have the resources 
needed to make much needed 
improvements to our estates. 

“We have been honest with 
tenants throughout the consulta¬ 
tion and we will now start work 
to improve their homes, work¬ 
ing towards achieving the 
WHQS.” 

He added: “We will continue 
to involve our tenants in explor¬ 
ing ways of taking the housing 
service forward in these chal¬ 
lenging circumstances.” 

Labour’s Coun Neil Moore 
told The GEM: “The tenants 
have had their say and it was a 
high turnout, with a close vote, 
and we support their decision. 

“The challenge for the coun¬ 
cil now is to work to meet the 


Assembly’s housing quality 
standards.” 

The news surprised Plaid 
Cymru’s AM, Chris Franks, 
who said: “The council should 
now respect the wishes of the 
tenants and work to bring the 
housing up to standard. 

“In the end, I guess this was a 
case of ‘Better the Devil you 
know’.” 

The news meant that Mr 
Franks was able to return to a 
point that has been concerning 
Plaid. 

He said: “Under an obscure 
UK government technicality, 
the Vale Council has had to 
hand over about £5 million 
every year from its rental 
income. 

“My understanding is that 
that arrangement would have 
ceased had the stock been trans¬ 
ferred. 

“Plaid will continue to argue 
that this money should go in full 
into the housing repair budget.”

Sucker Punch packs lots 
of oomph - but misses target 


H aving made 
an auspi¬ 
cious start to 
his career with the 
2004 remake of 
Dawn of the Dead , 
Zack Snyder has 
built up quite a rep¬ 
utation for films 
that drip with 
testosterone. 

He has taken us to 
Sparta with 300 and 
adapted the un-adaptable 
with Watchmen , while 
Snyder's next task is to 
bring back to the big 
screen the iconic hero in 
Superman: Man of Steel, 
but before that his latest 
film hits cinemas. 

Entitled Sucker 
Punch, it tells the story 
of Baby Doll (Emily 
Browning), who, after 
mistakenly killing her 
younger sister, is institu¬ 
tionalized by her step¬ 
father. 

Inside the facility, she 
teams up with a group of 


young women (played 
by Abbie Cornish, Jenna 
Malone, Vanessa 
Hudgens and Jamie 
Chung), and they retreat 
into an alternative reality 
populated with dragons, 
wartime aircraft and 
other peculiarities, in the 
belief that this world 
will help them escape 
from their prison... 

Zack Snyder has 
always been a supremely 
talented visualist, his 
films looking amazing; 
however, aside from 300 
(where he adapted the 
screenplay from Frank 
Millar’s graphic novel), 
Snyder has been work¬ 
ing from other people’s 
material. 

Sucker Punch is the 
first film that he has 
worked up himself, co¬ 
writing the screenplay - 
and sadly, it is the weak¬ 
est film the director has 
yet made, the end prod¬ 
uct a mess that looks 
wonderful yet is incredi¬ 
bly hollow.

We are easy to find - just travel to the west end of 
Cowbridge High Street and take the B4270 Llantwit 
Major road and we are 400 metres on the left. 


This is the type of 
film a 14-year-old boy 
would probably make if 
they were given $82 mil¬ 
lion, full of attractive 
women in short skirts, 
fighting dragons and 
zombie Nazis with 
samurai swords and all 
manner of weaponry; 
and while Snyder, the 
arch-visualist, makes it 
look immensely cool, 
the story feels like it was 
written with scant regard 
for anything other than 
that reason. 

The characters we 
meet never fully engage 
us - instead they run 
around looking cool and 
kicking proverbial bot¬ 
toms while titillating the 
target audience with 
their choice of attire. 

Consequently the per¬ 
formances fail to hit 
home, Browning looking 
blank-faced and seem¬ 
ingly as perplexed as the 
audience are, while the 
rest of the cast either 
ham it up like Oscar 
Isaac’s pimp/asylum 
chief, or just hover about 
in the background with 
hardly anything to do 
(step forward High 
School Musical’s 
Vanessa Hudgens). 

Of course, visually 
the complaints dry up. 
Anyone who has seen 
anything of Snyder’s 
previous work will know 
how striking he can be, 
and when Sucker Punch 


travels into its reality- 
within-a-reality-within- 
a-reality (try to keep up) 
Snyder really earns his 
com. 

This alternate world 
looks absolutely epic 
and is a perfect blend of 
genres and types, trench¬ 
es of World War I meet¬ 
ing medieval castles and 
hulking cityscapes. 

But all too often, once 
the fighting kicks off, 
these worlds feel like 
computer games without 
the control pads; there is 
never any sign of peril 
or danger, rather the 
feeling that if it all goes 
wrong you’ll simply lose 
a life and restart the 
level, and that is Sucker 
Punch’s biggest problem. 

Despite wanting us to 
feel for the predicament 
of these characters, the 
story continually dis¬ 
tances the audience from 
them - and no matter 
how many clever visuals 
or slow-motion 
sequences (something 
Snyder seriously needs 
to curtail) are on show, 
they cannot fix the plot 
deficiencies. 

Sucker Punch is a 
supreme example of 
style over substance, and 
though it may prove a 
treat for young men 
whose dreams will have 
come true thanks to this 
film, for the rest of us it 
will just be another ano¬ 
dyne piece of cinema. 

VERDICT -A woe¬ 
ful film only enlivened 
by its strong visual 
sense, Sucker Punch 
misses the target com¬ 
pletely. Outside Zack 
Snyder’s strong visuals, 
there is nothing to rec¬ 
ommend the film, from 
the dull and lackadaisi¬ 
cal screenplay to the 
lifeless acting perform¬ 
ances, this is one film 
you can easily live with¬ 
out. Poor.

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BARRY’S BRAVE DOUBLE 
WWI MEDAL WINNERS! 



Local military histori¬ 
an and headteacher of 
St Cyres 
Comprehensive 
School, Dr Jonathan 
Hicks, tells the story 
of more Barry men’s 
courage during the 
First World War. 

RAVERY on 
the battle¬ 
field is signif¬ 
icant enough when 
recognised by the 
award of one gal¬ 
lantry medal, but 
for several 
Barrians of the last 
century, their con¬ 
tribution to the 
defence of their 
country was recog¬ 
nised twice. 

Second Lieutenant 
Edwin Grant of the 
Machine Gun Corps 
was awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct 
Medal in July 1918 to 
add to his Military 
Medal, and was promot¬ 
ed to a commission for 
gallantry on the Western 
Front. 

Formerly of 36, 
Trinity Street, he had 
been recommended for 
a commission in the 
field for services ren¬ 
dered on the Western 
Front during the Somme 
retirement. 

He won his Military 
Medal when his 
Company was cut off 
and the officer in charge 
having fallen, Sergeant 
Grant took command 
and succeeded in getting 
them safely back to 
their own trenches. 

He won the DCM 
and the MM. on consec¬ 
utive days, one during a 
night attack and the 
other the next day. 

His citation for the 
DCM read: ‘For con¬ 
spicuous gallantry and 
devotion to duty while 
in charge of a machine 
gun in the front line 
during an enemy attack. 
Though enfiladed by 
enemy machine gun fire, 
he worked his gun for 
several hours with the 
greatest accuracy, 
killing and wounding 
large numbers of the 
enemy. He was eventu¬ 
ally wounded, but 
refused to be evacuated, 
and remained at his 
post. ’ 

When he enlisted 
three years before, he 
was employed as a fire¬ 
man in the locomotive 
dept of the Barry 
Railway Company. 

Two brothers were also 
serving; one of whom 
also won the Military 
Medal. 

One of only three 
Barry men to win the 
Distinguished Service 
Order during the Great 
War was Major (acting 
Lieutenant Colonel) 
Evan Thomas Rees of 
the 10th Battalion of the 
South Wales Borderers, 
who was gazetted in 
June 1918. 

He had won the 
Military Cross in 
January 1917 for ‘val¬ 
our while fighting with 
his regiment in France’ 
while a temporary cap¬ 
tain. 


An assistant master at 
Cadoxton School before 
the War, Rees was also 
a prominent local foot¬ 
baller. He was married 
to an assistant mistress 
who worked at Hannah 
Street School and they 
lived at Dovey House, 
Woodlands Road, Barry 
Dock. 

Rees enlisted in the 
Army as a private in 
September 1914, aged 
31, and after a course of 
training at Sandringham 
he was appointed to a 
commission with the 
South Wales Borderers 
in 1915, obtaining his 
captaincy and majority 
in rapid succession in 
1916. 

In December 1917, 
Rees was promoted to 
Lieutenant Colonel, 
gazetted to the com¬ 
mand of the 7th 
Battalion Norfolk 
Regiment and was men¬ 
tioned by Haig in his 
dispatches. 

Rees was wounded 
and taken prisoner by 
the Germans during 
their spring offensive of 
1918, winning the DSO 
for his courage in hold¬ 
ing a post against the 
enemy. 

His account of his 
capture: 

‘On the evening of 
March 27, 1918, after 
the enemy had made 
many attacks on my 
position north of Albert, 
I found that the position 
to the right of my battal¬ 
ion front was very 
obscure. I made a per¬ 
sonal reconnaissance 
and as a result I estab¬ 
lished a strong post well 
to the right in order to 
protect my flank. 

While proceeding 
from this new post to my 
original right flank, the 
enemy again heavily 
attacked. 1 had no 
alternative but to 
resolve my escort (one 
NCO and three men) 
and myself into a small 
intermediate post. 

In the fighting I was 
shot through the left 
thigh and dislocated my 
right ankle, the remain¬ 
der of the post were 
either killed or wound¬ 
ed. I sent one of the 
wounded with a mes¬ 
sage to battalion head¬ 
quarters. The medical 
officer, having heard of 
our predicament joined 
us and while arrange¬ 
ments were being made 
for my removal (it was 
now dark) the enemy 
continued his attack and 
succeeded to a short 
distance in overstepping 
our post. ’ 

A wonderfully under¬ 
stated account of great 
courage and devotion to 
duty! Rees’s story is an 
amazing one of an edu¬ 
cated man who joined 
the Army as a humble 
private in the first flush 
of war fever in the sum¬ 
mer of 1914, rising 
through the ranks to 
command a battalion, 
being wounded, made a 
prisoner of war and dec¬ 
orated twice for bravery 
in the process. 

Barry’s most highly- 
decorated war hero 
deserves much greater 
recognition. 


Major James M. 
Wightman, East Surrey 
Regiment, who cap¬ 
tained the Barry 
Association Football 
Team in the 1913-14 
season, died on April 9 
of wounds received in 
action in France. 

He was killed by a 
defective bomb 
(grenade), which burst 
prematurely on March 
11 . 

He has the unwel¬ 
come distinction of 
being the first Barry 
player ever to be sent 
off, when he hit a 
Newport County player 
just before the final 
whistle in February 
1914. 

James Wightman won 
the Distinguished 
Service Order and the 
Military Cross. He was 
awarded the MC in 
November 1916. His 
citation read: ‘For con¬ 
spicuous gallantry in 
action. He led a bomb¬ 
ing party with great 
courage and determina¬ 
tion, and repulsed the 
enemy. 

‘He acted as leading 
thrower, and threw 
bombs continuously for 
two hours. He has pre¬ 
viously done fine work. ’ 

This action took 
place during the fighting 
around the Schwaben 
Redoubt on Thiepval 
Ridge in September 
1916 during the Battle 
of the Somme. 

On the first day of 
the battle, July 1, 1916, 
the 8th Bn. East Surreys 
attacked at Montauban 
and to encourage the 
men forward, two foot¬ 
balls were kicked out 
into no man’s land to 
advance the attack. 

Wightman was men¬ 
tioned in Haig’s dis¬ 
patch of April 7, 1918, 
and was awarded the 
DSO in June 1918 for 
his bravery near Arras 
during the opening 
phase of the German 
spring offensive of that 
year. 

Three remarkable 
men, now long-forgot¬ 
ten by most residents 
of their hometown. 
Their bravery is truly 
worthy of being 
remembered today.

Crossing Offa’s Dyke 
and down Saxon way! 


The weather fore¬ 
cast did not do jus¬ 
tice to the sunny 
day that followed 
when six walkers 
and sheepdog 
Bracken joined 
Nick at Slip Wood 
near Bigsweir for a 
walk on the English 
side of the lovely 
Wye Valley. 

They walked downhill 
by road to the Bigsweir 
Bridge, built in 1827 as 
part of the turnpike road 
that was constructed 
from Chepstow to 
Monmouth and which 
connects Wales with 
England. 

This single arch iron 
bridge, cast at Merthyr 
Tydfil, was under covers 
as it is receiving a face¬ 
lift and the group deviat¬ 
ed on the left bank of the 
River Wye, to begin the 


gradual ascent through 
fields by way of Offa’s 
Dyke path. 

The Saxon King Off a 
constructed the dyke 
from Chepstow to 
Chester, to keep out the 
marauding Welsh and 
parts of the earthwork, 
which roughly follows 
the English/Welsh bor¬ 
der, are still visible in 
the lower part of 
Hudnalls Wood that the 
group climbed through 
to reach the narrow 
rocky path leading to 
The Nedge. 

A short steep climb 
brought them to a road 
which in turn led to the 
village of St Briavels, 
which stands on a lime¬ 
stone plateau above the 
River Wye. 

Opposite the majestic 
St Mary’s Church, built 
in 1089, stands the 12th 
century moated St 
Briavels Castle, which

It continued to devel¬ 
op; arriving at today’s 
vanishingly tiny MP3 
players that store thou¬ 
sands of tunes. 

Music lovers will 
have built up a library 
of music over the years 
and have a large collec¬ 
tion of CDs. 

They would like what 
is on their CDs to be on 
their MP3 players. No 
problem. 

It requires a conver¬ 
sion from the CD audio 
(CDA) format to MP3 
format; a process called 
‘ripping’ (in spite of the 
name, nothing is physi¬ 
cally damaged in any 
way.) 

The CD’s files are 
read and written to the 
computer’s storage in a 
different format. 

The computer then 
has a set of files, each 
of which is a track from 
the CD. These files can 
then be copied to the 
MP3 player’s storage 
for playing. 

Steve explained the 
several advantages of 
MP3 files: 

# They can be 
played on just about any 
audio player. 

# Files on your 
MP3 player form a 
back-up against the loss 
of a CD 

# Personal compila¬ 
tions are easy 

# The new files can 
be retained on your 
desktop and played 
directly from there as 
well. 

The music should be 
obtained only from CDs 
that you have bought or 
you are in danger of 
copyright infringement. 

Steve used 
Microsoft’s Media 
Player to demonstrate 
the ripping process. 

A simple series of 


clicks and the pro¬ 
gramme started the con¬ 
version and completed 
the whole thing in just a 
couple of minutes, as 
opposed to the hour or 
so of music on the disk. 

The speed is possible 
because the information 
is not copied in its 
entirety, but sampled 
many times a second. 

The sampling fre¬ 
quency is adjustable, 
varying the sound quali¬ 
ty of the new file, but 
the middle of the avail¬ 
able range is normally 
satisfactory. 

The human ear 
should not notice the 
difference in overall 
sound quality. 

Media Player is a 
long-standing compo¬ 
nent of Windows and 
does far more. It can 
play video, recorded 
TV, and images as well 
as help with organising 
file storage. 

If you are connected 
to the net, Media Player 
will try - and usually 
succeed - to identify the 
CD from an on-line 
database. This saves 
you from having to 
name all the track titles. 

As for me, well, I’m 
just grateful that I 
haven’t heard a ghetto 
blaster in years.

SIXTY years on and Welsh 
medium education is thriv¬ 
ing in the Vale. 

Since the establishment of the 
first Welsh schools in Barry - 
Ysgol Gymraeg Gwirfoddol in 
1951 and Ysgol Gymraeg St 
Francis in 1955 - the Vale now 
boasts five Welsh medium pri¬ 
mary schools. 

Ysgol Iolo Morganwg in 
Cowbridge (192 pupils), Ysgol 
Gymraeg Pen-y-Gaith in Penarth 
(325) and Barry’s Ysgol Gymraeg 
Sant Baruc (261), Ysgol Gymraeg 
Sant Curig (435) and Ysgol 
Gymraeg Gwaun y Nant (210) 
provide children with opportuni¬ 
ties to live and learn in the Welsh 
language. 

Formal aspects of the national 
curriculum are interspersed with 
experiences of Welsh culture and 
heritage. 

Secondary Welsh medium edu¬ 
cation is provided at Ysgol Gyfun 
Bro Morgannwg (859 pupils), 
which is celebrating its 10th 
anniversary this year and which 
has already achieved exceptional 
educational results. 

Such has been the success of 
Welsh medium education in the 
Vale that demand for places has 
risen dramatically. 

As a result of a survey of edu¬ 
cational preferences, the Vale 
Council recognised a need to 
expand on its current Welsh lan¬ 
guage provision. 

Two new schools will open in 
September in Llantwit Major and 
Barry, and work on a major exten¬ 
sion has commenced at Ysgol 
Gymraeg Pen-y-Garth. 

Sian Owen, headteacher at 
Barry’s Ysgol Gymraeg Sant 
Curig, commented: “It’s fantastic 
to see how much interest in Welsh 
has grown in the Vale over the last 
60 years. 

“From small beginnings to a 
position where a major extension 
is underway and two new schools 
are opening is phenomenal. 

“I am sincerely grateful to all 
the parents who put their trust in 
us to educate their children 
through the medium of Welsh. 

“I would also like to pay tribute 


to the many headteachers, teach¬ 
ers, staff, governors, parents and 
friends who’ve worked so dili¬ 
gently over the years to build our 
strong reputation, making today’s 
expansion plans a reality. 

“Our 60th anniversary is truly a 
time to celebrate.”

With only 14 per cent of Vale 
residents able to speak Welsh, 
according to the 2001 Census, it is 
not surprising that the majority of 
pupils receiving Welsh medium 
education are from non-Welsh 
speaking homes. What may be 
surprising in this context is the fact 
that the Vale’s schools perform so 
well when compared to their peer 
group on a national level. 

On behalf of the Vale Welsh 
Headteachers’ Partnership, Rhian

Cylchoedd Meithrin and Ti a Fi 
provide pre-school education at 
Penarth, Dinas Powys, Barry, 
Cowbridge and Llantwit Major. 

The Urdd (Wales’s youth 
movement) has recently appointed 
Aled Williams as sports liaison 
officer to run a programme of 
sports activities locally for chil¬ 
dren and young people. 

The Urdd’s accomplishments 
on the cultural youth scene are 
second to none, with its well- 
established eisteddfod tradition 
giving young people the opportu¬ 
nity to showcase their talents in 
song, recitation, dance and many 
other genres. 

Both Welsh and English medi¬ 
um schools have benefitted from 
these opportunities.

Committee said: “It’s hugely 
encouraging to see increased inter¬ 
est in Welsh in the Vale and more 
opportunities to socialise in the 
language outside the school gates. 

“Parents often tell me how 
pleased they are that they can offer 
their children the chance to learn 
Welsh - a chance they were all too 
often denied by their own parents. 

“Many grandparents are also 
pleased to see Welsh re-introduced 
into their family. The misplaced 
belief that only English would 
bring success has long gone. 

“Bilingualism now thankfully 
is seen as something to be 
embraced - as an asset, definite¬ 
ly.” SIAN-ELIN JONES

If you are a family of non- 
Welsh speakers, choosing to 
send your child to Welsh medi¬ 
um education - let’s face it - is 
a bold move. It’s a leap of 
faith, no less! 

It can appear scary and feel as if 
you’re relinquishing control over your 
child’s education. 

But, get over that initial hurdle and 
the rewards are there for ah.

Iona Edwards, Headteacher of Ysgol 
Gymraeg Pen-y-Garth in Penarth said: 
“Children are amazing and I never 
cease to be astonished at how quickly 
they progress in Welsh. From the out¬ 
set in Welsh medium schools they are 
immersed in the language and it’s great 
to hear them learn, speak and play in 
Welsh.” 

Dylan Evans, Headteacher of 
Cowbridge’s Ysgol Iolo Morganwg, 
added: “The Welsh language can be a 
powerful link between Welsh people 
everywhere and it differentiates Wales 
from the rest of the UK.

A HISTORY LESSON! 
OLRAIN YR HANES! 

1951 First meeting of the committee formed to establish Welsh 
education in Barry in Number 9, Park Road, Barry, home of Mr 
and Mrs Dan Evans. 

1951 September - December. Yr Ysgol Gymraeg founded in 
Salem Vestry, Barry, with the salary of the teacher, Miss Elinor 
Williams (later Davies) paid for by parents. 

1952 January 9. The council adopts the school and Yr Ysgol 
Gymraeg moves to the two roomed Wesleyan Chapel vestry in 
Cadoxton. A total of 15 children attend. 

1955 Ysgol Gymraeg Sant Ffransis founded in Barry, with 25 
pupils. An annex called Coed yr Odyn was later added nearby for 
the infants, to accommodate increasing numbers. 

1971 Ysgol Gymraeg Pen-y-Garth opens under the headship of 
Howard Goodfellow. A Welsh unit had operated out of Cogan 
School prior to this. 

1974 Ysgol Iau Sant Baruc founded for juniors, with Elwyn 
Richards as headmaster. 

1975 A Welsh unit is established at Ysgol Gynradd Y Bont-faen 
which becomes Ysgol Iolo Morganwg. 

1979 Ysgol Iolo Morganwg officially opens, under the headship 
of Glesni Whettleton. 

1991 With demand outstripping the places available, Ysgol St 
Ffransis has outgrown its premises and is merged with Ysgol Iau 
Sant Baruc. The new school, called Ysgol Gymraeg Sant Baruc, 
operates from its current site at St Paul’s Avenue, Barry. It is 
headed up by Dulyn Griffith, who stays in his post until his retire¬ 
ment in July 2010. Also 90 pupils are taken to form Ysgol Gymraeg 
Sant Curig, on the site of (Lower) Bryn Hafren Girls 
Comprehensive, with Eleri Hourahane as headteacher. 

1996 Ysgol Gymraeg Newydd starts in temporary buildings on 
land at Ysgol Sant Curig and later became Ysgol Gymraeg Gwaun 
y Nant. 

2000 Ysgol Gyfun Bro Morgannwg founded, with 123 pupils 
and 11 staff, and Dr Dylan Jones as head. 

2001 Ysgol Gymraeg Gwaun y Nant opens at its present site, 
with Glenna Griffith as headteacher. 

2011 September - Two new Welsh medium schools will be 
opened in Barry and Llantwit Major!

Bro Morgannwg 
bridges the gap 



OPENING Ysgol Gyfun Bro Morgannwg 
in Barry in 2000 with 123 pupils and 11 
staff was a major boost for Welsh educa¬ 
tion in the Vale. 

It meant that, for the first time, pupils from the 
five feeder primary schools could continue their 
Welsh medium education together, within the 
county. 

Previously pupils wanting to continue their 
secondary education through the medium of 
Welsh had to travel to either Glantaf or Plasmawr 
in Cardiff, Llanhari or Rhydfelen in Rhondda 
Cynon Taf - which were not exactly on the 
doorstep. 

But travel they did, some leaving their homes 
as early as 7.30am to go to their chosen school. 

“That’s serious dedication,” said Dr Dylan 
Jones, Head of Ysgol Gyfun Bro Morgannwg. 

“It shows the extent of the commitment of 
both parents and pupils towards continuing with 
Welsh medium education. 

“Founding Ysgol Gyfun Bro Morgannwg was 
a godsend. I was fortunate to be appointed head¬ 
teacher of the school at the outset and ten years 


on I am proud of the school’s achievements. Our 
pupils and teachers have excelled over the years 
and I thank them for their dedication and hard 
work.” 

Last year’s examination results were certainly 
something to shout home about. A-Level results 
were the best yet, with 99 per cent of the cohort 
recording A* to C grades in two or more sub¬ 
jects, an increase of 8 per cent on the 2009 
results. At GCSE an amazing 90 per cent of 
pupils achieved the top A*- C grades in five or 
more GCSE subjects, surpassing last year’s 
record breaking score of 78 per cent and there¬ 
fore recording the school’s best ever GCSE exam 
results. Particularly strong was the attainment of 
pupils in the core subjects of Maths, Welsh and 
English where over 80 per cent of pupils attained 
a grade C or above. 

Dr Jones continued: “As we celebrate our 
tenth anniversary at Ysgol Gyfun Bro 
Morgannwg and 60 years of Welsh education in 
the Vale, we look forward to welcoming two new 
Welsh primary schools into our fold and contin¬ 
uing with our successes, both in academic and 
extra-curricular activities.”

A Personal 
Perspective 

Joel is nine years old and is a Year 4 pupil 
at Ysgol Iolo Morganwg in Cowbridge. 

His three older sisters attended English medium 
schools in the Vale and elsewhere. Neither of his 
parents speaks Welsh. When the family returned 
from abroad to Wales, it was too late to consider 
Welsh language education for the girls but for Joel 
it was a different matter. 

His mum, Karen, explains: 

Why did you choose to place Joel 
in the Welsh system of education? 

It was a combination of factors really. Our 
neighbour’s daughter was at Iolo Morgan wg and 
was happy there. I worked almost full-time and 
link-up between the state funded Uned Feithrin at 
the school and the pre-school Cylch Meithrin meant 
that I could have wrap-around care for Joel. 

Was language a factor at all? 

Yes, of course. My husband was brought up in 
Monmouthshire and wasn’t given the opportunity to 
learn Welsh. He’s always regretted that and was 
keen for Joel to learn the language. 

When the girls were young we lived in Holland 
and they were exposed to a second language there. 
They have all developed good ears for languages 
and we were keen for Joel to do so too. 

Did you have any concerns? 

Certainly, but I’m glad to say they haven’t mate¬ 
rialised. We were concerned mainly that we would¬ 
n’t be able to help Joel with his homework. 

But in reality homework often comes home with 
an English explanation attached. 

There’s also the Welsh Language Board’s 
Homework Support Line*, although we haven’t 
needed to use that at all. 

As children grow older they become able to 
explain and translate things to you. I’ve heard it 
said that bilingual children have a better grasp of a 
subject if they have to explain it to someone in a dif¬ 
ferent language. To be able to do that they have to 
fully understand what they are talking about. It’s 
actually a good discipline.

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TEAM TAKE TITLES AT 
SPORTSHALL EVENT 


PUPILS represent¬ 
ing Cardiff & the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools have 
enjoyed a number 
of notable successes 
at the Welsh 
Sportshall Finals 
since the event was 
re-organised in 
2005. 

The format has 
returned to eight com¬ 
peting teams, with each 
team based on the 
school districts used for 
Welsh Schools’ track 
and field and cross¬ 
country competitions. 

As long ago as 2006, 
Oliver Trotman 
(Cowbridge), now in 
year-13 but then in year- 
8, was invited to the UK 
finals as a wild card in 
the under-13 standing 
long jump. 

For the following two 
years, the district’s 
under-15 boys teams, 
which included 
Cowbridge pupils, won 
their section at the 
Welsh Sportshall and 
qualified directly to the 
UK finals, and, in 2010, 
another Vale year-8, 
George Griffiths, 
became the second 
Cowbridge pupil to 
receive a wildcard invi¬ 
tation to the UK 
Sportshall finals, where 
he set a new benchmark 
by winning the under-13 
boys event with a new 
Welsh record of 2.69 
metres. 

Even given that 
record, no-one could 
quite believe the results 
of the Cardiff and the 
Vale boys team at this 
year’s Aviva Welsh 
Sports Hall at Cwmbran 
in early March. 

The team, selected 
after competitions held 
at Whitchurch High in 
January and February, 
was organised by Miss 
Sarah Moore and Mr Joe 
Sage of Willows, while 
Mr Gian Williams, a 
huge enthusiast for 
sportshall for many 
years, was the team 
manager. 

In the under-15 boys 
competition, for years 9 
and 10, there was possi¬ 
bly slight disappoint¬ 
ment for year-9 George 
Griffiths (Cowbridge) in 
a team drawn largely 
from Cardiff High 
School. 

Although he will be 
pleased by his 8.18 
metres leap to take top 
spot in the standing long 
jump - a performance 
which is short of Paul 
Samaden’s Cardiff and 
the Vale best of 8.48m - 
and he will be relieved 
at his ‘normal style’ shot 
performance of 11.52 
metres following a diffi¬ 
cult standing throw 
competition, the 24.3 
seconds clocking in the 
two laps event - a per¬ 
formance which ranked 
only sixth equal on the 
day - will grate a little. 

In terms of points, 39 
in the two laps, 42 for 
the shot and 50 in the 
standing triple jump 
gave an overall score of 
131, which was good 
enough for third place 


behind two north Walian 
year-10 pupils - Connor 
Laverty (North West) 
and Luke Ward (North 
East). 

With the Cardiff and 
the Vale squad winning 
the 4 x 2 laps relay and 
finishing second in the 
two-boy eight-lap paar- 
lauf, plus placing three 
athletes in the top seven 
in the individual compe¬ 
tition, with a fourth 
scorer at 15 th, the first 
surprise of the day was a 
team win with 638 
points, 18 points ahead 
of second-placed Powys. 

That first team suc¬ 
cess was followed by an 
unprecedented second. 

The under-13 boys 
team included one win¬ 
ner from 2010 - Tom 
Trotman (Cowbridge), 
one of Oliver’s younger 
brothers, who had won 
the four laps event. 

This year, he contest¬ 
ed the two laps and high 
jump events and won 
both with encouraging 
performances, to claim 
64 points. 

Backing that up were 
top three performances 
from Kristian Jones 
(four laps), Rian 
Thomas (six laps and 
standing long jump), 
and Ellis Rosser (six 
laps), plus victories for 
the 4 x 2 laps and eight 
laps two-boy paarlauf, 
and bronze medal runs 
from the obstacle and 4 
x 1 laps relay squads - 
the outcome was a first 
ever team win, with a 
huge total of 740 again 
seeing off the challenge 
from Powys. 

In the girls’ events, 
the top performance was 
set by Radyr’s Claire 
Taylor. The year-9 pupil 
hit new heights in win¬ 
ning the under-15 all 
rounder title - the first 
time that a Cardiff and 
the Vale girl has won 
this title. Helping that 
team to second place 
behind Dyfed were three 
Cowbridge girls - Izzy 
Eddy-Williams, Caitlin 
Allin and Sarah Lewis. 

At under-13, the top 
Vale performance was 
set by Maya Bell 
(Cowbridge) with her 
2.15 metres leap in the 
standing long jump, 
which gained second 
place and the event sil¬ 
ver medal. 

So the curtain came 
down on the Aviva 
Welsh Sportshall finals 
with Cardiff and the 
Vale taking two boys’ 
team titles and the 
under-15 girls’ all- 
rounder win, but now a 
chapter opens.

I’m not con¬ 
cerned about the ground 
at Aintree. There might 
be a drop of rain in the 
middle of the week - it 
will be good fresh 
ground and there will be 
no excuses on that side.” 

Kirkland, which won 
the 1905 Grand 
National, was trained at 
Lawrenny Park in 
Pembrokeshire. There is 
a pub, originally called 
The Commercial in 
Tenby, which was 
renamed named The 
Kirkland Arms after 
him. 

Wouldn’t it be nice if 
State Of Play wins on 
Saturday and one of the 
pubs in the Vale changes 
its name to The State Of 
Play Arms! 

Barry Island 
jockey won 
Grand 
National 

T was 40 years 
ago, in 1971, 
that John Cook, 
who was born just 
a furlong or so 
from Barry Island’s 
sands, won the 
world’s greatest 
steeplechase -the 
Aintree Grand 
National. 

Cook, then 33, was 
having only his third 


ride in the race and in 
one of the closest finish¬ 
es in the event’s long 
history, he got his mount 
Specify home by a neck 
from Black Secret after 
six horses had jumped 
the last fence when all in 
with a chance. 

Cook, who suffered a 
punctured lung, cracked 
ribs, broken legs and 
shattered collar bones 
during his race riding 
career, was drawn into 
racing as his parents 
were employed at 
Kingsclere Stables, look¬ 
ing after the stable lads. 

He served part of his 
apprenticeship at 
Kingsclere with Evan 
Williams, who hailed 
from Cowbridge, and 
who had won the 1937 
Grand National on Royal 
Mail. 

After completing his 
National Service in the 
Royal Navy, he found he 
was too heavy for riding 
on the flat and he rode 
for Frank Cundell. At 
the Cheltenham Festival, 
he won the Champion 
Novices Chase on Mr 
Edward Courage’s leg¬ 
endary Spanish Steps 
and he later won the 
Hennessey Cognac Gold 
Cup on the same horse. 

Specify was owned by 
Fred Pontin of holiday 
camp fame and it was 
only Cook’s skill and 
strength in the saddle 
that enabled him to 


snatch victory on the 
line. Just two and a half 
lengths separated the 
first three home. 

Specify, who never 
won another race, was a 
28-1 chance, and the fol¬ 
lowing year ran well to 
finish sixth to Well To 
Do, but Cook was not in 
the saddle as he had 
fractured a leg so badly 
that he was unable to 
continue his race riding 
career. 

He later emigrated to 
Australia with his family 
and it was there after a 
long illness bravely 
fought that he died in 
1999 at the early age of 
62. 

It would be nice if the 
town of Barry were to 
honour John Dennis 
Cook, to give him his 
full name, in some way.
